President Kennedy sent his last-year’s 
medicare Bill out to be patched up for 
another try in Congress and the thing looks 
worse than ever. This year it is called the 
Hospital Insurance Act of 1963, identical 
bills introduced by Sen. Clinton Anderson 
(D.N.M.), S880, and Rep. Cecil King, (D. 
Cal.) HR 3920. There’s not much new but 
the label, except that this King-Anderson 
bill would give federal medical aid to every- 
one over 65, not just to those on social 
security, and, as before, to rich and poor 
alike, whether they need it or want it. The 
cost would be 9.8 billions paid for by our 
taxes plus ever higher social security rates. 

“The issue before us,’ says Sen. Carl 
Curtis (R. Neb.), “is not merely one legis- 
lative proposal, it is the choosing of the 
road to socialism.” 

We, who believe in the American way, 
in self-reliance, in freedom of choice, and 
in the free enterprise system, must write 
again to our Congressman and Senators, 
to help save this country from the Admin- 
istration’s persistent drive to ruin our 
present voluntary wide medical coverage, 
in its march to a socialist state.

Virginia, received his bachelor’s and mas- 
ter’s degree from the University of Virginia 
and his Ph. D. from Columbia University; 
and — 

Whereas, In 1919 Dr. Beaty joined the 
faculty of Southern Methodist University in 
Dallas, Texas, and was head of the English 
department of Southern Methodist University 
from 1927 to 1940 and continued as honorary 
head for seventeen additional years; and — 

Whereas, Dr. Beaty, a retired U.S. Army 
Colonel, was with the Military Intelligence 
Service War Department General Staff 
during World War II, and served on active 
reserve duty from 1917 to 1950; and — 

Whereas, Dr. Beaty also distinguished 
himself as a well-known poet and political 
writer authoring and collaborating on num- 
erous books, some of which were widely 
used by schools throughout this Nation; 
and — 

Whereas, Dr. Beaty was fatally stricken 
with a heart attack on September 9, 1961, 
in Gordonsville, Virginia; now, therefore, be 
it — 

Resolved, That the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Fifty-eighth Legislature pays 
homage and tribute to the memory of Dr. 
John O. Beaty, a distinguished educator, 
poet, author, and a great soldier as well as

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The Birth of Communism 
By J. Johnston McCauley 

‘The subversive activities of the American 
Socialist, Eugene V. Debs, before he was sent 
to the Federal prison in Atlanta, and the actions 
of other Socialists during World War I, brought 
a stigma for.a short time to the word “‘Social- ` 
ist.” Consequently, the pinko-elite educators 
who had attached themselves to the Socialist 
Society decided, at the suggestion of Jane 
Addams (Hull House, Chicago), one of its 
leaders, to change the name to the “League for 
Industrial Democracy.” It was then announced 
that this new organization is a membership 
society engaged in education toward a “new 
social order” based upon production for use 
and not for profit. This was, of course, the 
same kind of State Socialism that the Marxists 
are striving for. It was after the abolition of 
the Intercollegiate Socialist Society in 1921 that 
the most aggressive and effective work was 
done in “boring in” on our educational system. 
All of this is tremendously important because 
it was the Socialist leaders in and around the 
League for Industrial Democracy who, more 
than any others, laid the groundwork for Roose- 
velt’s “New Deal.” 

Karl Marx was not the originator of the 
theory: production for use and not for profit. 
He created the Communist Party upon the ruins 
of another earlier revolutionary movement 
known as “Illuminism.” It was founded in 
1776 by Adam Weishaupt, a professor of canon 
law at the University of Ingolstadt, in Bavaria. 
The basic principles of Illuminism and Marx- 
ianism have been hatred of God and all ecclesi- 
astical institutions, abolition of private property 
and inheritance, destruction of all existing 
order, fomentation of class-hatred, propaganda 
to cause riots, strikes and turmoil, and dictator- 
ship of the proletariat (the common people). 
Both of these ’isms are based on the theme that 
all history has been a conflict of classes and 
that the exploited and oppressed classes (the 
proletariat) can only obtain emancipation from 
the exploiting and ruling classes (the bour- 
geoisie) by emancipating society at large from 
all exploitation, oppression, class distinctions 
and class struggles; this soon became an inter- 
national revolutionary movement. The “First 
International” was founded by Karl Marx in 
1864 and lasted until 1872, when the defeat of 
the Paris uprising (failure of the Paris Com- 
mune) spelled the temporary doom of the 
“International.” The “Second International” 
was in existence from 1889 until 1914 when, 
according to Lenin (in a speech recorded for 
the gramophone, March 1919) World War I, 
caused the Socialists in each country to betray 
the workers and side, in the main, with their 
governments. Said Lenin: “Throughout the 
world a turn to revolutionary struggle has 
begun. The war has shown the doom of Capi- 
talism. A new order is taking place. The trai- 
tors to Socialism have disgraced the old word 
‘Socialism.’ Now the workers who have re- 
mained faithful to the cause of the overthrow 
of the yoke of capital call themselves Commu- 
nists. Throughout the world thé Union of 
Communists is growing. It will not be long 
before we see the victory of Communism 
throughout the world, the foundation of the 
World Republic of Soviets.”
